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Rome. St. Peter’s and the Castle of St. Angelo. 

A fine view across the Tiber; the Bridge of St. 
Angelo, with statues of St. Peter and St. Paul and 
ten great figures of angels, leading up to the 
Citadel of Rome on the site of Hadrian’s Tomb 
(A.D. 136). Over this castle St. Gregory the 
Great is said to have seen the Angel sheathing his 
sword after the Plague (sixth century). Hence 
the name, and a chapel to the “Angel among the 
Clouds’’ where now stands a bronze angel, erected 
in 1752. Magnificent view of St. Peter’s, with 
its crowning dome, beyond the bridge. 
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
